WILMINGTON - Residents 
will be asked to vote on three 
articles during the November 
1st Special Town Meeting, one 
of which will determine the 
future of the Town's plans for a 
new library. 

Article 1 will ask voters to 
approve a debt exclusion to 
raise funds for the construction 
of the new library. . 

The projected cost for con- 
structing the new library is 
approximately $11.7 million. 
However, the town learned on 
July 7, 2005 that it had been 
awarded nearly $3.4 million 


toward the construction of a 
new library from a state grant, 
reducing the Town's cost for the 
project down to approximately 


$8.3 million. The 
Massachusetts Board of 
Library Commissioners 


(MBLC) reviewed 41 library 
construction projects and 
awarded grants __ totaling 
$21,508,811 between only seven 
public libraries across the state 
from the 2004-2005 Grant 
Round. Wilmington's grant 
application received the high- 
est score of any comparably 
sized community. 

The grant money is ear- 


marked for the construction @ 
a new facility and may not be 
used to renovate the existing 
building or to add-on to the 
existing structure. 

In order to take advantage of 
the’ MBLC grant, the Town 
would need to secure local 
funding, through a debt exclu- 
sion vote, by January 7, 2006. 

For the town to secure local 
funding, residents at “the 
upcoming Special Town 
Meeting must adopt the article 
authorizing a debt exclusion by 
at least a two-thirds majority 
vote and then must pass a ref- 
erendum question during a

Ephraim Buck: 


Witch Hunter 


by Larz F. Neilson 

For more than 300 years, 
Salem, Massachusetts has tried 
to live down its reputation as 
the “witch city.” But with 
media attention, the focus only 
increases annually. Now the 
city has a statue of actress 
Elizabeth Montgomery as 
Samantha, from the 1960s com- 
edy series “Bewitched.” 
Thousands of people make 
Halloween pilgrimages to 
Salem. 

Tronically, what was going on 
in Salem in 1692 was hysteria, 
not witchcraft. 

A second irony is that the hys- 
teria was not just limited to 
Salem. In fact, it spread 
through many towns in Colonial 
Massachusetts.

Wilmington seems to have 
escaped the hysteria - almost. 
But there is a Wilmington con- 
nection. 

Wilmington, of course, did not 
exist-at the time of the witch- 
craft trials, which took place in 
1692. But that is not to say that 
people did not live in what is 
now Wilmington. 

Ephraim Buck built what is 
now the oldest house in 
Wilmington, then part of 
Woburn. It is now known as the 
Benjamin Buck house, 
Benjamin being a great-grand- 
son of Ephraim. The original 
part of the house was built in 
1671-2, twenty years before the 
witch trials. 

And it is also noteworthy that 
constable Ephraim Buck was 
called to arrest three women in 
North Woburn accused of 
witchcraft. 

An interesting account of the 
witchcraft hysteria of 1692 is 
presented in a book called 
“Woburn: Forgotten Tales & 
Untold Stories.” 

“By The Neck Ye Shall Hang,” 
written by John D. McElhiney, 
tells how the hysteria began in 
Salem Village, now Danvers. A

black slave from Barbados 
named Timba began telling 
tales to several young, teenaged 
girls. The girls began believing 
they could see the devil at work 
in the community. On February 
29, 1692, says McElhiney, they 
began naming names. 

Most of the people they 
accused of witchcraft were 
poor, defenseless people. Both 
women and men were accused, 
and 20 were executed. 

The girls would go into gyra- 
tions and contortions, scream- 
ing with supposed pain, 
allegedly being caused by the 
accused persons. 

The charges were totally with- 
out merit, but with a hysterical 
populace, they became nearly 
impossible to refute. 

On May 8, 1692, the girls 
accused Bethia Carter of 
Woburn of being a witch. They 
also charged her daughter 
Bethia and another Woburnite, 
Ann Sears. The next day, 
Ephraim Buck went looking for 
the women. He found Sears and 
Bethia Carter, the mother. The 
daughter escaped. 

The women were taken to

“good time” to propose a voluntary increase. 

' That $3.8 million state grant that is currently available to 
defray the cost of the project is not a gift, incidentally. To think 
of it as such is a mistake. State grants originate from taxpayers 

kets. Should the town vote against the construction of a new 
ibrary, it would have essentially voted to contribute much of our 
hard earned money ‘toward a library construction project in 


another community. 


Construction costs will never be lower than they are right now. 
There are some who argue that the town should wait four or five 
years for the economy to rebound. The economy will undoubt- 
edly improve over time, but the inescapable result of that will be 
higher tax bills and escalated construction costs. It would be far 
better to secure construction contracts now, while the climate is 
still favorable to do so, and then to sit back and watch the econ- 
omy begin to flourish during the construction process. 

It cannot be discounted, by the way, that the Finance 
Committee and the Town Manager unanimously support this 


project. 


These are the very people with the financial acumen 


that led to the $9.2 million surplus that has saved the town from 
having to implement lay-offs and resident user fees. Many other 
communities throughout the Commonwealth have not been so 


fortunate, 


Wilmington is in dire need of a new library. The facility as it 
stands is totally inadequate to the needs and desires of the com- 
munity. To describe the library as underutilized is to be woeful- 
ly uninformed. Sure, I've returned library materials during the 
afternoon or in the morning and have had my choice of parking 
spots, but I have yet to find a parking spot in the upper lot when 
attending a library-sponsored program. 

Some opponents of the project have argued that libraries are 


obsolete.

Libraries have evolved. Instead of rejecting digital media,

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Quick Health Tips 
by Dr. Leslee Quick 
Stress 


Every patient who enters my 
office completes a symptom 
survey to address the underly- 
ing aspects of health. Time 
and time again I see the same 
symptoms: fatigue, insomnia, 
weight gain, depression. Does 
this sound familiar? If so, the 
underlying problem may be 
adrenal fatigue and it could be 
caused by stress. On its ewn 
stress has a positive affect on 
your body. But with our typical 
lifestyles stress can build and

In order to understand how 
stress affects let's touch upon 
anatomy and __ physiology 
Stress is regulated by the 
adrenal glands, which are wal.

way. Your body secretes corti- 
sol to move glucose, protein 
and fats out of your tissues and 
into your circulatory system. 
Adrenaline ‘increases your 
heart rate, lung capacity and 
moves important blood flow 
from the internal organs and 
skin to the muscles, liver and 
brain. Together the results 
increase your energy levels and 
your response to your physical 
and emotional stressors. When 
healthy, your adrenals can 
instantly increase your heart 
rate and blood pressure, 
release your energy stores for 
immediate use, slow your diges- 
tion and other secondary func- 
tions, and sharpen your senses. 
While short-term rise in these 
hormones are a_ natural 
response, it is important that 
these levels return to normal 
within a short amount of time. 
Our ancestors ran from the 
woolly mammoth and could 
relax in the solace of their 
cave; we finish one project and 
move on to the next. Our list of 
challenges is endless: lack of 
sleep, demanding work, finan- 
cial pressures, kid's schedules, 
etc..

Dear Editor, 

A wise man once said, you are 
entitled to your opinions, but 
not your own facts. My intent 
here is to clarify the facts, and 
in doing so. t residents in 
forming a more informed opin- 
ion regarding the upcoming 
vote authorizing funding for a 
new library. Actually, we will 
vote on funding 70% of the cost 
of construction of a new library, 
the other 30% being provided, 
as long as the entire project is 
approved, by a state grant 

In doing so, we will address 
the next project on 1997 
Wilmington,s Space Needs 
Study priority list, which listed 
the library project behind the 
recently built Middle School 
and Public Safety Building. We 
will also be furthering the 
vision of the town,s Master 
Plan, written in 2001, which 
mentions the term library, 47 
times (nearly double that of any 
other facility) And by con- 
structing the library on the 
Town Common, we will address 
the issue that toppled the initial 
project plan 3 years < And 
most importantly \ 
addressing a deficiency identi 
fied by residents, professional 
consultants and library staff a 
decade ago, that the current 
library was simply too small to 
provide adequate service to the 
residents of Wilmington. 

Public meetings to discuss 
library service improvements 
and building needs were held 
during the day, evening and 
weekend, giving residents ade- 
quate opportunity to have their 
issues addressed 
Unfortunately, not all residents 
were able to attend, and mis- 
conceptions remain. Some 
were voiced in letters to the edi- 
tor last week, Id like to 
address some of those miscon- 
ceptions. 

One letter stated that there is 
a strong lobby group trying to 
convince the town that we need 
a spectacular new library. It is 
certainly true that there are a 
number of taxpayers who are 
strongly in favor of a new 
library, and we certainly do 
hope that the results are spec- 
tacular. But our g to 
convince anyone, it is simply to 
ensure that the residents of our 
town are adequately informed. 
The letter also states that the 


new library is "far too large and 
expensive” and that we need a 
“reasonable plan, not a 
$13,000,000 dollar testament to 
excess.” The size of a library is 
determined based upon library 
services and the projected pop- 
ulation over the next 20 years. 
On average, public libraries 
have 1 feet per resident, so 
32,646 sq feet, would actually be 
acceptable even using current 
population figures. The total 
cost of the library is estimated 
at $11.6 million dollars, but the 
state has agreed, pending the 
town,s approval of the project, 
to provide $3.3 million. Thus, 
the remaining cost to the town 
is actually $8.3 million dollars. 
As for the reader,s statement 
that the new library will be a 
“testament to excess,” that is a 
matter of opinion. To put the 
size of our new library in per- 
spective, this past weekend I 
was in Bexley, OH, where they 
have a 44,000, sq ft library serv- 
ing only 13,000 residents. 

By stating that “those of us 
that want sa reasonable 
approach (have) no representa- 
tion,” the letter implies that 
those of us who support this 
project have not taken a reason- 
able approach.

library's long range plan, host- 
ed two public meetings to 
review and present the pro- 
posed design, and sent a long 
range planning survey with the 
water bill. I personally hosted 
a number of “Meet the 
Trustees” evenings at the 
library, giving residents the 
opportunity to discuss their 
issues with me directly. 

As for “All of the compromise 
plans (being) abandoned,” the 
fact is that the current plan is

At the Special Town Meeting 


on November Ist, and at a 
Special Election on November 
8th, voters will be asked to 
authorize funding for a new 
library. Asking voters to 
approve a tax increase, even a 
temporary one, for any project 
is always difficult regardless of 
when it is proposed. As mem- 
bers of the Board of Library 
Trustees, we would like to take 
this opportunity to express why 


we believe that the proposed 


new library is a priority worthy 
of your investment.

We believe passage of this arti- 
cle in favor of the Library 
achieves and maintains all of 
those goals and principals.” 
The 15,000 square foot library 
was built in 1969 and there has 
been no expansion or renova- 
tion of the structure since. 


iting your home, we hope you 
will make the same effort at 
clearing leaves from the pas- 
sage ways leading to your doors 
and mailbox,” they said. 

They said leaves that look dry 
can hold moisture underneath, 
making them slippery over con- 
crete, blacktop or a wooden 
structure, like a porch.

Despite assertions to the con- 
trary, expansion to the existing 
structure could very well prove 
more costly than constructing a 
new library. 

According to Tappe 
Associates, the architectural 
firm that has been working 
with the town on the matter for 
more than three years, the foot- 
ings of the existing building are 
not capable of handling the 
additional load. Additionally, 
building codes have changed 
substantially since the existing 
structure was constructed in 
1969. According to the seismic 
section of the current 
Massachusetts State Building 
Codes, no existing structure 
can be added onto by more than 
10 percent of its current mass 
or size without bringing the 
entire building up to newer 
codes. Bringing the current 
library up to current standard 
seismic code would require the 
virtual demolition and subse- 
quent re-building of the entire 
structure. During that con- 
struction, space would have to 
be leased for approximately 
two years to house the library's 
inventory for public use. 

The current library was 
designed to house 65,000 vol- 
umes and is currently 25 per- 
cent over capacity with a col- 
lection now including videos, 
DVD's, CD's, and audio books.

Public computers, which were 
not in existence during the 
planning and construction of 
the current library, are located 
in the hallway and in the stair- 
well landing.

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Manuel graduated from 
Wilmington High School in 1952 
and spent his career as a 
teacher, mostly in the area of 
mathematics. He began his 
career teaching in Stoneham, 
but spent the remainder teach- 
ing out of country for the 
United States Department of 
Defense Overseas School 
System. He had considered 
applying for the vacancy whén. 
it first came up, but was too 
busy at the time. With the 
deadlocked vote, however, he 
decided to put forward his qual- 
ifications. 

“I've been involved in schools 
for some time and thought this 
might be a cap to my teaching 
career to serve with the School 
Committee,” Manuel told the 
Board of Selectmen and the 
School Committee. 

Higgins stated that he does 
not have the extensive resume 
that Manuel has, but does bring 
quite a bit to the table with his 
business experience as a pro- 
ject manager. 

“What does qualify me for the 
position on the School 
Committee is I have a son in 
the school system here in 
town,” Higgins said. “He went 
through the grade schools here, 
he went through the new middle 
school, and he is currently in 
the high school. So I see first- 
hand every single day what's 
happening in the schools.” 
According to Higgins, School 
Committee member and long- 
time friend, Margaret Kane, 
asked him to consider putting 
in for the vacancy, 

“It was a very proud moment 
for me to even be asked to join 
this board,” Higgins said. “I'm 
not an educator, I don't even 
have a college education, but 
I've brought myself up. I was 
self-employed for 16 years and I 
believe I've made something of 
my life and I have a lot to bring 
to the table.”

Higgins' appointment is good 
up until the April town elec- 
tions, and he is planning to 
defend his seat. 

“I will definitely run in April,” 
Higgins said after his appoint- 
ment. “I won't be able to save

Prior to the appointment, 
Cushing and Manuel both 
expressed the intent to run for a 
seat on the Committee during 
the April election.

While one streak continued 
another one came to a halt. 

On Friday night, two excellent 
foofball teams smashed head- 
to-head, playing 40 minutes of 
exhilarating, exciting, smash- 
mouth style of play.

The World Boxing 
Association's 84th annual con- 
vention is next week (October 
31-November 5) in South Korea 
and WBA heavyweight champi- 
on John "The Quietman" Ruiz 
is petitioning the organization 
to mandate random testing for 
performance enhancing drugs. 

Reinstated as WBA champ 
after James Toney tested posi- 
tive for violating performance 
enhancement drug rules after 
their April 30 title fight, Ruiz 
has publicly called for a 
stricter drug policy in boxing 
and he’s frustrated that no 
action has been seriously dis- 
cussed, never mind taken. 

"Nobody in boxing seems to 
care or they’d be tougher 
tests," Ruiz said. "I’m asking 
the WBA to rule random test- 
ing, at the very least, for all 
world title fights. Fighters are 
taking steroids and getting 
away with it. It’s very danger- 
ous. Steroids make fighters 
stronger and quicker; allow 
them to workout harder, longer, 
and comeback from injuries 
much quicker.

The Shawsheen Tech girls

LYNN - The Shawsheen Tech 
football team went into last 
Saturday morning’s game at 
Lynn Tech on quite a roll. 
Since suffering their only 
defeat of the year against 
Whittier Tech in a five overtime 
heartbreaker, the Rams had 
taken out their frustrations on 
their opponents, outscoring 
their previous three foes by a 
Score of 120-38 to improve their 
record to 5-1 on the season. 

But that momentum came to 
a screeching halt against the 
Tigers, as most likely did any 
hopes of capturing a second 
straight Commonwealth 
Athletic Conference with a 32- 
22 loss to drop their record to 5- 
2 overall and 0-2 in the CAC 
Large. Lynn Tech meanwhile 
improved to 2-4 overall and 1-2 
in the league. 

The Rams had a tough time 
getting their usually potent 
running game going in the first 
half, but the biggest reason for 
their demise was four 
turnovers, including a pair of 
interceptions returned for 
touchdowns. 

Shawsheen also had a very 
difficult time covering the 
Tigers receivers, particularly 
massive tight end Justin 
Griffin, who hauled in three 
passes for 124 yards and a 
touchdown. 

Shawsheen trailed just 12-6 at 
the half thanks to an electrify- 
ing punt return for a touchdown 
by Kyle Marzeoti on the last 
play of the half, but Lynn Tech 
dominated the second half in 
sending the Rams to the sur- 
prising defeat. 

“This was a tough one,” 
Shawsheen coach Al Costabile 
said. “We feared this all week 
because we were out of our ele- 
ment. It’s just an awkward sit- 
uation all around with the con- 
ditions here.” 

The conditions Costabile 
referred to included a field with 
no scoreboard, no stands and 
no press box. The official time 
was kept on the field and at 
times seemed inaccurate at 
best, including a first quarter 
that.seemed to zip by in record 
time. The game was played at 
Lynn Tech because the Tigers 


regular home field, the leg- 
endary Manning Bowl is not 
available due to renovation. 

It appeared the Rams had a 
hard time getting into the feel 
of a competitive game. The 
conditions, including the 10:30 
a.m. kickoff, were definitely 
unusual, but Costabile was not 
making any excuses. 

“We weren't ready. We don’t 
usually play in the morning,” 
Costabile said.. “But Lynn Tech 
is a good, solid team. We knew 
they would be well coached and 
well prepared because they 
always are.” 

On the first play from scrim- 
mage Marzeoti raced 39 yards 
into Lynn Tech territory at the 
41 yard line. But that would be 
the highlight of the half for the 
Rams until his punt return to 
close the half. 

In between, Lynn Tech con- 
trolled play on both sides of the 
ball, including intercepting 
sophomore quarterback Joe 
Gore of Wilmington to end that 
first possession. 

The Rams dodged a bullet 
after that pick, with senior 
defensive tackle Matt Innis 
recovering a Lynn Tech fumble 
to stall a drive, but they could 
not dodge another one early in 
the second quarter when Lynn 
Tech’s Tom Bulger intercepted 
another Gore pass and 
returned it 10 yards for a touch- 
down and a 6-0 lead after a 
failed two point conversion. 

Lynn Tech had pinned the 
Rams deep in their territory by 
putting together an eleven play 
drive that was stopped at the 
Rams eight yard line moments 
earlier. 

The Tigers increased their 
lead to 12-0 later in the quarter 
on a four yard run by Jamaal 
Boyd, and it looked as if they 
would take that lead into the 
half until Marzeoti’s heroics. 

The Shawsheen sideline was 
surprised to learn there were 
only eight seconds left in the 
half when Lynn Tech lined up to 
punt, but Marzeoti, sprung by a 
great block from Tewksbury’s 
Ken Aalerud as well as a great 
wall of Ram jerseys made sure 
it did not matter, racing down 
the right sideline for the score. 

Considering how they had 
played, a 12-6 deficit at the half 


did not seem like much to over- 
come for a Rams team that has 
dominated second halves all 
year long. But the lead quickly 
became 26-6 courtesy of Justin 
Griffin on both offense and 
defense. 

First, as a wide open tight 
end, he hauled in pass from 
quarterback Junior Martinez 
or a 47 yard scoring pass, and 
moments later he made a great 
play, intercepting a Gore pass 
at the line of scrimmage and 
returning it 65 yards untouched 
for the score. Martinez ran in 
the extra point on the second 
touchdown. 

“We did not do some basic 
football stuff like blocking and 
tackling, and we did not take 
care of the football,” Costabile 
said. “They are very active on 
defense and they made some 
big plays.” 

The Rams did not quit, how- 
ever, putting together a very 
impressive, but very time con- 
suming drive on their next pos- 
session. Aalerud did most of 
the work on the 11 play 56 yard 
drive, picking up 48 yards on 
the ground and Marzeoti 
capped the drive with a four 
yard dive with ten seconds left 
in the third quarter. A Pat 
Fullerton conversion rush 
made it 26-14. 

Lynn Tech however, extended 
their lead late in the third quar- 
ter after recovering a fumbled 
snap at the Rams 18 yard line 
when Boyd scored his second 
touchdown of the game on a 
one yard dive to make it 32-14. 

The Rams last touchdown 
would have been thrilling under 
different circumstances, as 
they used the hook and lateral 
play to perfection. Gore fired 
an ll yard strike to Brandon 
McCarthy who made a perfect 
pitch back to Fullerton who 
raced 55 yards for the touch- 
down. Fullerton caught a con- 
version pass from Gore for the 
final points of the game. 

The Rams have a bye next 
week before returning to action 
on November 5 at home against 
Greater Lawrence at 1:30. 

“This one hurts. We are very 
disappointed,” Costabile said. 
“But we have to pick up the 
pieces and come back from the 
bye week and fix this.”

According to Mahoney, “By 
the time they graduate they 
should know all there is about 
running a restaurant, including 
taking out the trash.” 

He added, “The important 
factor (for the student) is posi 
tive placement. When they 
graduate, they have to go to 
work in their field or go on to 
college.” 

Mahoney explained that the 
state Department of Education 
and the federal authorities set 
a goal of 70 percent positive 
placement. They also set the 
guidelines of the curriculum 
the students will study; ranging 
from the study of English, 
mathematics and other basic 
studies to critical thinking. 

In their shop (the kitchen) 
the students learn all there is 
to know about cooking, from 
making stocks, sauces and 
soups. They also learn about 
safety and health measures 
and how to contain food costs. 

Helping in this is a state of 
the art computer system that 
ties the dining room to the 
kitchen. The wait staff rings 
the orders into the kitchen and 
the system can be programmed 
to notify the front of the house

“ELIZABETHTOWN” STUMBLES A BIT 


MOVIE: 
“ELIZABETHTOWN” 
GRADE: *** 

Writer and director 
Cameron Crowe travels what 
should be a familiar route, a 
journey of self-discovery that 
ends in love, with his latest 
film, but somehow he stum- 
bles a bit before reaching the 
conclusion 

The story centers around 
Drew Baylor (Orlando 
Bloom), a shoe designer in a 
Nike-like company whose 
new product, called the 
Spasmodica’ (which Baylor 
developed) has been recalled 
and is being called one of the 
greatest business fiascos of 
all time, costing the business 
close to $1 billion. He of 
course is fired, and is literal- 
ly about to kill himself when 
he receives a call that his 
father has died, and he must 
tfavel from Oregon to 
Elizabethtown, Kentucky 
(his father's hometown) to 
retrieve the body. 

* Along the way he meets a 


flight attendant, Claire 
(played by Kirsten Dunst), 
who helps him look at what 
really matters in life, and 
encourages him to get to 
know his father now better 
than he ever did when he 
was still alive. 

Crowe, the director behind 
such films as ‘Say Anything’, 
‘Jerry Maguire’, and ‘Almost 
Famous’, has made this type 
of film before, but he doesn’t 
get it quite right this time. 
Bloom just doesn’t seem to 
fit the part, and Dunst 
appears one of the most 
annoyingly positive charac- 
ters to ever hit the screen, at 
least for half the film any- 
way. 

The story hits its stride 
late, when widow Susan 
Sarandon gets some screen 
time, and Bloom's character 
sets off on a cross country 
road trip that he should have 
taken years ago. 

It's not one of Crowe's bet- 
ter movies, but it’s still bet- 
ter than most of what’s out 
there.

The main villain in ‘The 
Fog’, a malicious white mist, 
looks pretty cheesy, as do the 
zombie-like mariners who 
inhabit it in their century-old 
quest for revenge. 

And the script from 
Cooper Layne contains your 
typical horror-flick lines that 
overstate the obvious, like, 
"That guy gives me the 
creeps," in response to see- 
ing an obviously creepy fish- 
erman, and, "Nick, ever 
since I came home, horrible 
things have been happening.” 
You need something to laugh 
at before you get scared 
again. 

But director Rupert 
Wainwright - whose previous 
movies include "Stigmata" 
starring Patricia Arquette 
and "Please Hammer, Don't 
Hurt 'Em: The Movie" star- 
ring M.C. Hammer - man- 
ages to create some genuine 


intensity and suspense. 

He does the basic horror- 
movie stuff right - with light- 
ing and shadows, with things 
that go bump in the night, 
though he's overly fond of 
the kind of loud, false scares 
intended to make you jump. 
And he's got some actors 
people have heard of, instead 
of a bunch of generically 
good-looking no-names. Well, 
he's at least got three: Tom 
Welling, Selma Blair and 
Maggie Grace (from "Lost") 

Like most remakes, "The 
Fog" is pretty unnecessary. 
John Carpenter's original 
from 1980 is considered a 
solid effort from the horror 
veteran, though perhaps not 
a complete classic like his 


"Halloween." It featured the 
first on-screen pairing of 
Jamie Lee Curtis and her 
mother, Janet Leigh 

This new "Fog" stays pret 
ty true to its roots, though. A 
hundred years after the 
founding of a small coastal 
town, a thick fog rolls in 
night after night, knocking 
out electricity, destroying 
boats, causing car accidents 
and - oh, yeah - sucking peo- 
ple through glass windows.

“The move to develop the 
town's train station building, 
25-27 Waterfield Road, into a 
teen center took another 
important step forward 
recently,” notes the 
Winchester edition of the 
"Daily Times Chronicle."

“The Selectmen asked the 
advisory committee to select 
a site that fit the following 
requirements: free standing, 
town owned or controlled, 
centrally located, and the 
appropriate size. The train 
station building, which has 
been home to the Winchester 
Chamber of Commerce for 
many years, though not as 
spacious as some would like, 
fits the bill on all other crite- 
ria. 

“The total cost is estimat- 
ed at just shy of $2 million, 
according to the report.

The same computer system 
is in place in many restaurants 
today, In fact it is also used as 
the time clock.

Along with Mahoney, John 
Carroll is the chef instructor 
Charles O'Brien teaches bak- 
ing, and Larry Bowden teaches 
related subjects the students 
need to ensure they can get a 
good job in a restaurant right 
out of high school.

Mahoney is also certified in 
Occupational Safety and Health 
Administration (OSHA) train- 
ing so that the students can get 
the proper training in their 
rights and responsibilities 
regarding safety on the job. 

Aside from the restaurant 
aspect, the students also get 
experience in cooking for large 
banquets and for small busi- 
ness meetings. Although the 
students do not provide the food 
for the school cafeteria, they 
are used for celebratory ban- 
quets for the sports teams and 
other extra-curricular activi- 
ties that take place in the 
school. 

Many times the school 
administration will use the 
products from the culinary arts 


bakery when they have confer- 
ences and seminars. 

Mahoney added, “The kids 
learn while they are doing. The 
education is project based and 
certainly hands on.” 

Upon graduation from the 
program, the students will not 
only receive a high school 
diploma they also receive a 
Certificate of Occupational 
Proficiency.
